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DETAILED ACTION 

In the Preliminary Amendment dated April 16, 2004, the specification, the Abstract, and 
claims 1, 3-6, 8-10 and 13 are amended. Claims 1-13 are pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

Claims 1-9 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art of record does 
not teach or render obvious a semiconductor device comprises an electrode of a fixed potential 
disposed over a surface of a first semiconductor chip on the side thereof which faces a second 
semiconductor chip, wherein the electrode of a fixed potential is electrically connected to a 
semiconductor substrate of the first semiconductor chip and to a wiring substrate, and in 
combination with all other features as recited in independent claim 1. 

Claims 10-13 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art of record 
does not teach or render obvious a semiconductor device comprises an electrode of a fixed 
potential disposed over a surface of a first semiconductor chip on the side opposed to a second 
semiconductor chip, wherein the electrode of a fixed potential is electrically connected to a 
semiconductor substrate of the first semiconductor chip and to a wiring substrate, and in 
combination with all other features as recited in independent claim 10.
